#tureis now growne old, and ſtoopeth umder the weight of 
N time, ſhe jsnotable to bring forth fuch delicat: and} inde 
Births. as heretofore : ſhe cormaecs not as lafty and aftive, as 
at the firſt, and her Vines are not fill:d with that prolifike fpirit to 
be dif} enſed to the Generation of many millions of ſeverall Crea- 
rures. The Elements continue the ſame qualities, although not inthe 
ſame degrees of purcneſſe and perfeRion, as heretofore. The glori- 
us body of the Sunne hath beene obſerved to finke two degrees 
more neere unto the Earth, then it was in the dayes of Prolomy; And 
if the Sunne be ſubjeR to Diminution,-we may well ſaſpeR indeed, 
that it isfo alſo in lcfle and lower Bodyes ; and that there is an altera- 
tion and defc&'in the condition of Bodyes, over the whole frame 
and fyſteme of Nature. The Clouds doe forbeare to raine downe 
their geniall ſhowres ; Neither ts the Spring altogether ſo rich in her 
green pluſh ; Neither doc the Flowres bluth ſuch perfumed fires, as 
1n the firſt morning of the world. The Earth that was thena Garden, 
is now become a Wildernes. The Fire which heretofore was the mo« - 
ther of many Creatures, as the Salamander, the Pyrauſta and others, 
is now grown quite fruitlefle and barren. The Ayre doth not be» 
ſow ſuch avitall and brooding incubation npon the Earth. Moreover 
thisdcformity, and decay, is not onely remarkable in the greater Mi- 
crocoſme of Nature, but in the leſſe Microcoſme of Man : The come 
monage of man was heretofore, ſeven or cight hundred years, his 
ſtaturelarge and proportionable to the yeares he lived : But alas. 
Where 1s this mankjnde now, Wha lives to Age 
Fit to be made Methuſalem his Page ? ; 
Man is now become but a Creature of a day, of a Giant he is 
ſhrunke into a Pigmey of. alarge Span ; he is contrated intoan Inch, 
and ( which indeed is much to be lamented) be growesnot onely 
th 
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dwarfiſh but deformed, 'and failes as much in his beauty as 
ons, 1 thought it therefore not unworthy a Philoſopher to inquire the 
reaſons of this defeR, and to diſcover ſome artificiall rules to relieve 
theſe faylings;and to make penny beholding to me for their rol

faces, But in all the qbſervations of the phyſiognomies of Men, 1 
have not fonnd ſuch x) orb and kegs ſvn and non. con- 
formities ; asin the faces and limbs of thoſe who at this day are cal- 
t:d Papiſts, and ſome are SeAaryes ; and therefore I muſt dire this 
diſcourſe of Face-mending , moſt principally to thoſe invincible 
Chriſtians: who taunt Moore: fields, Knoc'.vcrjuce-lane, and other 
ſa:h obſcure places ; for they aboye all others, doe ſecme to me to 
ly the faireſt claic.cand title rothis diſcourſe. Firſt, becauſe the mi- 
ſtakes of Nature arc not ſo prepoſterous, ridiculous, and enormous in 
the faces of any, as intheirs, and their children. Secondly , becauſe 
ſome of the beſt rules of face-mending here propos'd, do worke prin-- 
cipally by the ſtrengch and force of the Imagination ; in which kind 
of Imagination they arc known to have a greater -ſhare then of truc 
reaſon, and a cleere Intelleuill minde, Now leſt any man ſhould 
thinke that I offer at things impoſſible, when I promiſe rules to get 
Children with handſome faces ; I will firft ſbew that fome Chriſtian 
Phyloſophe:s have upon their honour affirmed, that it is poſſible by 
rules of art reduced unto pratice, not onely to mend, but torayſe c- 
vcnout of duſt the Boryes of many vegctable and ſenſitive Creatures, 
which biddeth higher for the i vemen: of Natitre, then. my dit- 
courſc of rules. Secondly, I wiltlay che foundation of my rules in the 
- Scripture it ſelfe ; that ſo, neither Papiſt, nor Browailt may ſuſpe&t 
me to.dcliver traditions or ayery ſpeculations, but convince the 
as th may apply themſclves forthwith to beget good and handſome 
Accs, 

It is reported of Rhys the great Philoſopher of Arabia, and A!- 
bertis magni, ( and themſelves doe in their writings intimate. the 
fame ) that they did produce by art ccrtaioe little men, puppet-lice, 
with all the Organs of aperfc&.man, borne by the ordinary courſe of 
Nature. Paracelſz (of whom Era/mu faith ) that wwlta imvenit di- 
24:11:44, he found out many.things by divine in{piration, confef{eth 
boldly that he received that ſecret of. producing little axcn by art g- 
| venotGodhimfelfe; and fet:ethdowne the way of procecdingar- 

tificially to that purpoſe io his firſt booke of the Nature of things, 
This being iſed, we will now fall upon that part of naturall and 
moſt }awfull Magick,by which the. Generation of Man owy be in- 
creaſed and ennodled, * 
_ Andin the firſt lacey Tt is known to all ſober men, that all Crea- 


es 
tures ſenſitive doe impreſs into the thing, begetting that very affeti- 
ot which _— them bo the time of Cm. 
This is confirmed by the Patriarke Jacob, Gen. 33. ver.37. where the 
whole ſtory proveth the certaine effeRof impreſſions infer from ex-- 
ternall objefts. In Meſopotamia and Syria, where the Patriarke Jacob 
was Sheepheard ; the heat of weather is exccſlive, the waters but. 
few ; and thoſe for the moſt part jn little pooles ;- therefore when the, 
flacks came to the water wherein the Rods were layed,and looked: 
upon them in the water to which they had an ea _—_— ; "op 
did as it were with their cyes draw in, and drinke the of 
Rods loved and defired by them, even in that love and deſire of the: 
water, and fo conceived thoſe fpeckled Births. And no doubt but 
that the like may be uſed to perfet the Generation of Man, Let this 
then,be the firſtRule to tlie Papiſt. Take heed what affeRien prevaileth- 
in thee, & what impreſſign they haſt derived to thy ſelf from outward 
objeds, when thouart going about that b/anduns moyſterinm, as Mercu- 
YIMS Pa cals it. The ying ayeny that makes the Father 
of a handſome or ill-fayourcd . The Generation of Papiſts 
( though boaſting of awch knowledge) have been extreamly igno- 
rant in this principle:Their fantaſticall bendiag and cringing to every 
piAure when atany time they fee them, a 1012 whatſoc- 
ver ; is enough at that- time to make all theic brood have ſhapes as 
diſproportioned and irregular, asthoſe rude appearances which we ſee 
in theclowds ; which ſeverall eyes do judge to be of ſcyerall formes.. 
Yonder clowd faith one, doth look like a Pedler, with a pack upon his 
back; no faith another, 7tis a Catamountain with his heeles upwards, 
But this is not all ; Onein his luſt thinkes what a-hard Lent, what a 
ſal Ember-weeke he hath overcome ; and now he wilbtake his plea- 
ſure : And he begets a mcager-Babe, with a- moping louke, e- 
nough to frighe the Nuns from an auſtere life- Another being private 
with his ſhe friend heares the officer; or peradventure the mer 
knoc\ing atthe doore, his amazed minde tu:nes up and downe, and 
runs into a thou'and apprehenſions, which way. to fave himſelte from 
being apprehended ;| and he begets a perpe:uall walker whirling a- 
bout, ora tub-preacher at the leaſt: Another might poſſibly boget a 
Child with a handſome face, but being at the ruine of Charingor. 
Cheapſide Caſk: : they have carryed home ſome of the broken Ima» 
g<s to their wives, and theſe being imprinted intheir —

Sririens animals bein ab emnibu rebut pati, as Camparclla faith, 
Tlkead of Children, t + 57 bring forth imperfe& unfiniſhed things 
like to the fragments, and the ruines of thoſe pictures, which they 
have preſerved: And if any of them chance to have handſome Children, 
| it comes to pas by turning oyer the Canonof the Vaſle, & the golden - 
Legend ; where they finde moſt beauteous pitures of I know not . 
what confeſours, Prieſts and Prebends, Nuns and Virgin Lad; es; 
which do beget fine tormes in their fancycs : A ſcrious looke on the 
red Capitall Letters in the Maſſe Booke, may beget a Boy or Girle, 
wkihorry cheeks and lips. But let them take heed for all the piftures 
intbat Book, or inthe golden Legend, mult not belooked on with 
equal) ardency of affe&ion. Take hecd of ſtaring too wide upon Sc. 
Dunſton, holding the Devill by thenolc with a paire of Tongs, leaſt 
immediately upon ic thou mayſt chance to get a Babe which may 
have more ot the Devill, more of the Tongs, and Noſe in it, then of 
Saint Dunſton, There is a piure of a certaine Saint preaching in the 
water, with a little Mill-ſtone about his neck, by miracle to convert 
the Ecthnicke, which did fling him fo deſperately into the water. This 
picture is by no means to be looked upon, leaſt whiles the Imagination 
of this is freſh in the memory, the world thould be afflited with a 
pong opinion, which in time might induce a forme, and urge a 
neceſinty of preaching inthe water with a Mill-[tone about the neck, 
= ſo by this means the Univalſity Hoods might be quite out of 


on. 
The objeQs of love and ſtate doe leave deep Impreſſions upon the 
Soule, ſometimes a Papiſt doth fall foule upon the picture of Judas 
and his Lanthorne ; and when he-comes home he doth report unto 
his wife, bis zcalc and yalour, and then when his ſpirit is big and 
full of the ation, he begets a Brat, with a great Judas Lanthornc- 
belly, which in time way be filled with as much Gut as the Fathers. 
Anothet fals upon the picture of Luther, a third upon Calviner, a 
Sepnoyin and fromall theſe firſt looked upon with hate,

their predominance in the Horoſcope or no, but many times the ex- 
temporary devotion of thoſe of the Family of Love,unto their Doxyes 
wil not.allow them ſo much time as to Catechile a Planet; & ſecondly, 
he cannot be convineed in his judgement, that the Starres have any 
influentiall power upon earth : And yer he ſhall finde that there was 
a Militia of them in Heaven, and that they fought in their orders a- 
gainſt Sy/er4. And why mgy they not as well take up the Cudgels now 
to breake their Babyes heads, or cracke their braine,or ſpoyle their fa- 
ces,. and make them breake forth into very Mooncalfs, but ra- 
ther then they ſhould be quite ignorant in this rule, and fright the 
world with their Childrens ill portending faces,they are to be adviſed 
to convert ſome of our Aſtrelogers, and late Soothsſayers.to be theix 
ſuperviſers, and to ſic in conncell on their wanton Stooles. yt 

In the next place, agreat care muſt be had of the continuall condis 
tion of promiſcuous blond, when the Beaſts of all ſorts do meec in- 
Africk at the watering place, engender with one another at. . 
randome : and by ths means, Africk is alwayes full of: ſtrange and 
monſtrous ſhapes, The hears of many of theſe Familiſts are known 
to bc great y. their Companyeg ave full. and' full of ſtrange {hapes,. 
whether compared with others, or themſelves ; their wanting popes 
are few, and private ; their meat is cheering, ſublimitated oth, 
Ambergreece-Caudles, 8c, Now if they ſhould chance to- mingle- 
their loves promiſcnonſly, which T will not ſay, as they interweave 
their opinions and beget Monſters ; in reafon, they may well vye with 
Africk for monſtrous thapes, and give it three in ſeven. 

The next Rule is, ( in which both Papiſts and Series are to be 
adviſed is ) they muſt not be too raſh in the choice of a place for Fa- 
milier congrefle and collation of notes with their Miſtreſſes. Place 
may conduce much to the temper both of the Body and Minde.. A. 
Child got upon a paire of ſtayrs is very likely to be crump ſhouldred, . 
and (beſides that ) it may confeſle the place. of irs originall by fta- 

ring : An Orchard may conduce much tothegreen ſickneſle : A dai- 

toa wWhey-beard : A Cheeſe loft to all kinde of obſtructions. A. 
, Gallery roa long noſe: Adull Kitching to the Love Hicup.. If thy 

Miſtris will ſtand a venney (rather then faile) fagainſt a Bean-ſtalke, 
canſt thou chinke to beget any thing there, .but an Arminian, Jt ſhe 
be ſo comming on, that ſhe wil allow thy Courtſhip evencthere where 
are nothing but Venice glaſſes and Urinals bchinde her the Birth may
